THE KING'S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY 
IN COUNCIL. 


Wuereas by the Dockyard Ports Regulation Act, 1865, it is enacted 
that it shall be lawful for His Majesty in Council from time to time, by 
Order in Council, to define the limits of a Dockyard Port for the purposes 
of that Act, and to make regulations in relation to any Dockyard Port 
for all or any of the purposes in the said Act particularly mentioned, 
and for such other purposes as from time to time seem necessary, with a 
view to the proper protection of His Majesty’s vessels, dockyards, or 
property, or to the requirements of His Majesty’s Naval Service : 


And whereas by the same Act it it also enacted that in relation to 
any Dockyard Port, it shall be lawful for His Majesty in Council from 
time to time, by Order in Council, on the joint recommendation of the 
Admiralty and Board of Trade, to make rules concerning the Lights or 
Signals to be carried or used, and the steps for avoiding collisions to be 
taken by His Majesty’s vessels, and other vessels navigating the waters 
of the Port, and of the approaches thereto : 


And whereas in pursuance of the said Act, certain Regulations and 
Rules were made by Orders in Council, dated the 30th day of March, 
1914, the 4th day of September, 1918, the 6th day of February, 1925, 
the 29th day of March, 1926, the 20th day of March, 1931, the 24th 
day of July, 1933, and the 22nd day of October, 1937, with reference to 
the Dockyard Port of Portland. 


And whereas it appears expedient to repeal the said Orders in 
Council and Regulations and Rules and to substitute therefor this 
Order and the Regulations and Rules contained in the First and Second 
Schedules hereto respectively : 


And whereas the provisions of section one of the Rules Publication 
Act, 1893, have been complied with: 


Now, THEREFORE, His Majesty, by virtue of the powers in this 
behalf by the said Act or otherwise in Him vested, and so far as regards 
the Rules contained in the Second Schedule hereto, on the joint recom- 
mendation of the Admiralty and the Board of Trade, by and with the 
advice of His Privy Council, is pleased to order, and it is hereby ordered, 
as follows :— 

PRELIMINARY. 


l, This Order shall take effect from one calendar month from the 
date hereof.

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2. On this Order taking effect the said Orders of the 30th March, 
1914, the 4th September, 1918, the 6th February, 1925, the 29th March, 
1926, the 20th March, 1931, the 24th July, 1933, and the 22nd October, 
1937, shall cease to operate, and in lieu of the Regulations and Rules 
thereby made the Regulations and Rules set forth in the First and 
Second Schedules to this Order are hereby made and shall have effect 
in relation to the Dockyard Port of Portland. 


3. In this Order, and in the Schedules hereto, unless the context 
shall otherwise require :— 


The term “ vessel’ shall mean and include ship, boat, hghter 
and craft of every kind however propelled ; 

The term “‘ steam vessel ”’ shall include any vessel propelled by 
machinery ; 

The term “ Master ”’ shall mean the person having command 
or charge of the vessel for the time being ; 

The term ‘“‘ King’s Harbour Master’ shall mean the person for | 
the time being appointed to be King’s Harbour Master of the | 
Dockyard Port of Portland under the Dockyard Ports Regulation 
Act, 1865 ; 

The term “ Dockyard Port” shall mean the Dockyard Port of 
Portland as defined in paragraph 4 hereof ; 

The term “ Harbour ”’ shall mean Portland Harbour as defined 
in paragraph 4 hereof. 


DESCRIPTION OF LIMITS. 


Dockyard Port of Portland. 


4. For the purposes of the said Act and of this Order, the limits of 
the Dockyard Port of Portland shall be as follows :— 


On the north a line drawn east (true) from the Nothe Point, 
Weymouth. 

On the east a line drawn south (true) from a position 3,400 
yards east (true) from Nothe Point. 

On the south a line drawn east (true) from the north point of 
Church Cove. 

On the west the line of high-water mark of spring tides from 
the Nothe Point to the north point of Church Cove, except at the 
entrance to the East Fleet, where the western boundary of the 
Port shall be the western side of Portland Bridge. 


Limits of Portland Harbour. 


Portland Harbour shall comprise that portion of the Dockyard 
Port aforesaid which is enclosed by the Breakwaters. 
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DELINEATION OF LiMITs. 


5. The limits mentioned herein are delineated on the Chart annexed 
to this Order. 


PENALTIES. 


6. Any infringement of the Regulations contained in the First 
Schedule hereto shall render the person infringing liable to the penalty 
prescribed in Clause 25 of the said Schedule.

FIRST SCHEDULE. 


REGULATIONS. 
General. 


1. Moorings for His Majesty’s vessels, mark buoys, and other aids of 
navigation, and such other buoys as may be required for any purpose in 
connection with Naval or Military operations, may be placed by the 
King’s Harbour Master in such positions as he may from time to time 
consider the requirements of His Majesty’s Service demand. 


2. No person shall lay moorings for private vessels, hulks, rafts, 
pontoons, bathing stages, houseboats, timber or any floating structures 
i the Dockyard Port without the permission, in writing, of the King’s 
Harbour Master, and all such moorings shall be in such positions as the 
King’s Harbour Master shall deem fit, and shall be forthwith removed 
on the requisition of the King’s Harbour Master to that effect. 


3. If at any time the anchor of any merchant or other private vessel 
hooks any government moorings, or any electric cables, or moorings of 
buoys, the Master or other person having the charge or command of 
such vessel shall not proceed to unhook the same, but shall forthwith 
give notice thereof to the King’s Harbour Master, in order that aid may 
een for clearing such moorings or cables without doing damage to 

€ Same. 


4. No merchant or other private vessel shall make fast to, or lie at, 
any of the buoys marking the channels or shoals in the Dockyard Port. 


3. No merchant or other private vessel shall, without license in 
Writing from the King’s Harbour Master, be moored or fastened to any 
of the Forts, or to any government moorings, buoys, piles, or vessels 
in the Dockyard Port, nor shall such vessel anchor in the fairway chan- 
a so as to obstruct the entrances or passages into the Harbour or any 
of them. 


6. All vessels subject to or being in quarantine shall anchor in such 
place as the King’s Harbour Master may direct. 
(392/16723)t a2 
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7. No fishing from boats shall be carried on within one hundred feet 
of His Majesty’s Naval Depot and Establishment, or of any government 
storehouses, tanks, arsenals, powder-magazines, wharves, or other 
government buildings or property. 


8. No trawling or fishing by nets shall take place within one hundred 
feet of His Majesty’s Naval Depot and Establishment, or of any govern- 
ment storehouses, tanks, arsenals, powder-magazines, wharves, or other 
government buildings or property, in the channels between the break- 
waters in the Man of War Anchorage or in the area set apart for the 
torpedo range or in any part of the Dockyard Port where it would 
obstruct vessels passing in or out of the channels between the break- 
waters. 


9. No ballast, stones, sand, earth, clay, refuse, ashes, rubbish, dust, 
filth of any description, or refuse from any quarry, mine or pit, or any 
other matters solid or liquid whatsoever, shall be unladen, cast, or 
allowed to fall into the waters of the Dockyard Port, except in such 
places as may be appointed by the King’s Harbour Master, or upon the 
banks or any portion of the shore of the said Dockyard Port where the 
same may be liable to be washed into the waters of the said Dockyard 
Port by rain, tide or otherwise ; or into or upon the shores of any rivers 
or streams discharging into the said Dockyard Port where the same 
may be liable to be washed into the said rivers or streams by rain, 
flood or otherwise. 


10. The removal of sand, shingle or any other material whatsoever 
from any foreshore adjoining Admiralty property within the limits of 
the Dockyard Port, and anywhere between Sandsfoot Castle and the 
Ferry Bridge is prohibited. 


11. No firearm nor air-gun shall be discharged from any vessel or 
from the shore within the limits of the Dockyard Port excepting always 
such discharge of firearms as may be necessary by His Majesty’s Naval 
and Military Forces and the Royal Marine Police and Admiralty 
Civil Police employed within the limits of the said Port, for drill 
or practice, and for the protection of His Majesty’s Vessels and the 
Naval and Military Magazines and Establishments. 


12. No ship’s gun on board any merchant or other private vessel 
shall be kept loaded, nor shall any such gun be discharged except as 4 
signal of distress. 


13. No vessel shall anchor on the line of any electric cable laid down 
in the Dockyard Port, when such line is indicated by whitewashed 
posts, or other discernible marks erected on shore, and a warning has 
been conveyed to mariners by notice issued by the Admiralty and 
published in the London Gazette. 


14. Whenever it may be necessary for mining or gunnery operations 
or experiments, dredging operations, or other Naval or Military pur- 
poses to reserve any further area than that mentioned in Clauses 17 and 
18 for such operations or purposes, the area will be marked by buoys 


coloured green and white, or by posts coloured red ; and after twenty-one 
days’ warning notice has been issued by the Admiralty, and published in 
the London Gazette, no vessel shall anchor within or pass through the 
area so marked, unless compelled to do so by stress of weather, or to 
avoid accident ; nor when such area is uncovered, or nearly uncovered, at 
low water, shall any person pass through it, or remain in it, unless by 
permission of, and under such arrangements as may be from time to 
time made by, the Officer in charge of such operations. 


15. Persons may at any time be prohibited by order of the King’s 
Harbour Master from landing on the breakwaters. 


ANCHORAGE. 
General. 


16. All merchant or other private vessels shall be subject to the 
direction of the King’s Harbour Master. 


17. There is a Torpedo Range Circling area inside the breakwater 
enclosed as follows :— 


On the North East, by the Northern Arm of the Breakwater. 


On the South East, by a line running 230° from “C” head 
for 6-4 cables. 


On the South West, by a line running thence in a 300° direction 
to the shore. 


On the North West, by the Shore. 


18. There is a Torpedo Range extended right across the harbour 
in an area enclosed by lines drawn one cable on either side of the central 
line of targets, extending from the firing point on Bincleaves Pier in 
a 182° direction to a Beacon with white pole and black disc on the beach 
at Portland, 580 fect westward of Portland Castle. 


19. Anchorage is prohibited in the areas mentioned in Clauses 17 
and 18 above except with the permission of the King’s Harbour Master. 


Castleton Wharves. 


20. All vessels using the Crown Wharves at Castleton, Portland 
(hereinafter called the Wharves), shall be subject to the direction of the 
Kine’s Harbour Master. 


21. Anchors shall not be let go in the fairway to the Wharves. 


22. Masters of vessels bound for the Wharvcs (should the state of 
tide not permit of their getting there) shall take up a berth at anchor 
in such a position as will allow a clear passage for vessels going to or 
leaving the Wharves, and before attempting to come alongside to dis- 
charge shall ascertain frum the King’s Harbour Master that there is 
sufficient water to enable them to get into their berths. 
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In the case of a sailing vessel arriving at the same time as a steam 
vessel, the steam vessel is to be berthed before the sailing vessel ; and 
should a sailing vessel be already in occupation of a berth alongside 
Wharf No. 5 she is in the first place to shift so as to permit the steam 
vessel to get in and work her foremost hold either in loading or dis- 
charging, and if the sailing vessel has no prospect of completing dis- 
charge within six hours she is to further shift and permit the steam 
vessel to get right alongside taking up a berth outside the steam vessel, 
or if necessary go to anchor. Should a steam vessel be unloading at 
Wharf No. 5 and another steam vessel arrive to load at Wharf No. 4 
the unloading steam vessel is to move to such an extent as may be 
necessary by either hauling her stern off or by moving outside the load- 
ing steam vessel so as to allow the loading steam vessel to lay alongside 
Wharf No. 4. 


23. Every sea-going sailing vessel using or intending to use the 
Wharves shall be kept at all times so ballasted as to be in a condition 
to be safely removed. 


24. No merchant or other private vessel shall make use of the west 
side of the Wharves including the pleasure steamer landing and the 
Admiralty landing, or make fast any ropes or chains thereto, or moor 
thereto, except with the consent of the lessees of such wharf in the case 
of the pleasure steamer landing or of the King’s Harbour Master in the 
case of the Admiralty landing, and then only for the purpose of embark- 
ing or disembarking passengers and their luggage. 


PENALTIES, 


25. The Master of every merchant or other private vessel to which 
this Order relates shall observe and cause to be observed the said 
Regulations in this Schedule so far as any relate to his vessel, and if 
any Master or other person acts in any respect in contravention of any 
of the said Regulations or fails to observe or to cause the same to be 
ovserved, he shall for every such offence be liable to a penalty not 
exceeding the sum of ten pounds.

SECOND SCHEDULE. 


RULES. 
General. 
Observance of ‘‘ Regulations for Preventing Collisions at Sea.” 


1. All vessels, when within the limits of the Dockyard Port, shall, 
except as is otherwise provided in Clauses 2, 3 and 4, carry such lights 
as are prescribed by the “ Regulations for Preventing Collisions st 
Sea ” made from time to time under the Merchant Shipping Act ; and 
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all vessels of every description shall also observe the steering and sailing 
tules set forth in sich Regulations, except in so far as they are affected 
by the Regulations hereinafter contained. 


Dredgers. 


2. A Dredger when at work or in a position for working shall carry 
the following Lights and Signals, viz. :— 


Lights between Sunset and Sunrise :— 


(a) Forward.—In the forward part of the dredger at a height of 
not less than 20 and not exceeding 40 feet above the hull, 
a white light in a lantern so constructed as to show a clear, 
uniform and unbroken light visible all round the horizon 
at a distance of at least one mile. 


(5) Amidships.—Three such white lights placed in a triangular 
form at least 8 feet apart, at right angles to the keel and 
with the apex uppermost, the base of the triangle to be at 
least 10 feet higher than the forward light and to be also 
higher than, and clear of the framework, funnels, or other 
erections upon the dredger. If so moored or working as to 
make it necessary to prohibit the passage of vessels on one 

| or both sides, a red light or lights in a lantern so con- 
structed as to show a clear, uniform and unbroken light 
visible all round the horizon at a distance of at least one 
mile, is, or are, to be substituted for the lower light or lights 
of the triangle on the side or sides on which passage is 
prohibited.

(c) Aft.—One such white light at or near the stern of the dredger 
and at such a height that it shall not be less than 15 feet 
lower than the forward light. 


Signals between Sunrise and Sunset :— 


Amidships.—Three black balls of not less than two feet in 
diameter placed in a triangular form at least eight feet apart, at 
right angles to the keel with the apex uppermost, the base of the 
triangle to be higher than and clear of the framework, funnels or 
any other erection upon the dredger. If so moored or working 
as to make it necessary to prohibit passage on one or both sides, 
a red flag or flags at least five feet in the hoist is, or are, to be 
substituted for the lower ball or balls of the triangle on the side or 
sides on which passage 1s prohibited. 


Signal in Fog :— 


f In fog, mist, falling snow or heavy rain storms a dredger at 
work or in position for working shall at intervals of not more than 
[i one minute sound a gong rapidly for about five seconds. 
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Lights for Small Boats. 


3. Small fishing boats and all other boats of every description at 
anchor in any part of the Dockyard Port at night, shal! exhibit a white 
light, visible all round at a distance of at least one mile. 


4. Small fishing boats, and all other boats, sailing or rowing, 1n any 
part of the Dockyard Port at night, shall have ready at hand a white 
light, and shall exhibit the same on approaching or being approached 
by any vessel or boat under way. 


Outgoing vessels to have prionty. 


5. Outgoing vessels shall have priority of passage in the channels 
through the breakwaters over incoming vessels, and no vessel proceed- 
ing inward shall enter any of the said channels until any vessel or 
vessels proceeding outwards by the same channel shall have passed out. 
. Provided that this rule shall not apply when the incoming vessel is 
showing either of the signals laid down in Rule 6, when it is the dutv of 
all other vessels to keep out of her way and not to enter the channel. 
Nevertheless, an outgoing vessel shall have priority over an incoming 
vessel if both are showing either of the above-mentioned signals. 


Vessels to keep clear of H.M. Vessels or other vessels in charge of H.M. 


Officers. 


6. When one of H.M. Vessels or other vessel in charge of H.M. 
Officers hoists ‘M’ flag (International Code—Alphabctical) over the 
Pilot Jack by day, ora red light by night at the foremast head, denoting 
she is under way for the purpose of passing in or out of the harbour, all 
other vessels under way within the limits of the Dockyard Port shall 
keep out of the way of the said vessel, provided always that she shall be 
navigated with due care and at a moderate speed. When any vessel 
is showing the signal denoting that she is under way for the purpose of 
passing in or out of the Harbour all other of H.M. Ships present in port 
shall as a general warning hoist the Pilot Jack by day, or by night show 
position lights (two white lights vertical, 8 feet apart, hoisted at the 
peak, or if no gaff, hoisted abreast the maintopin the middle line of the 
ship or on the ensign staff). 


Regulations for Vessels crossing the Torpedo Range. 


7. Whenever practice with torpedocs takes place a red flag will be 
hoisted at the firing point and on the 2,000 yards Renge Target to warn 
vessels that practice is taking place within the areas referred to in 
Clauses 17 and 18 of the First Schedule. Vessels having occasion to 
cross the range are to be guided by the positions of the red flag on the 
2,000 yards Range Target. If hoisted right up this flag indicates that 4 
torpedo is about to be fired and vessels are not to cross the range; if 
seen to be low on the flagstaff it shows that the range is clear and cap 
be crossed at any position south of the 2,000 yards Range Target. 


— 
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Marking of Wrecks. 

8. Should a vessel sink or become a wreck in any part of the Dock- 
yard Port so that an obstruction in a navigable fairway is caused, 
which in the opinion of the King’s Harbour Master it is necessary to 
mark, such wreck shall be indicated in accordance with the Uniform 
system of Wreck-Marking off the coasts of the British Isles, as follows :— 


(1) Green shall be the colour for all purposes connected with 
Wreck-Marking, namely, for lights, buoys, balls, shapes, 
wreck-marking vessels, &c. 


(2) Vessels and buoys shall have the word ‘‘ WRECK ” painted in 
white letters on their sides. 


(3) Throughout these regulations the term ‘“‘ Starboard Hand ”’ 
shall denote that side which would be on right hand of the 
mariner, either going with the mainstream of the flood or 
approaching a harbour, river, or estuary from seaward ; 
the term “ Port Hand ” shall denote the left hand of the 
mariner in the same circumstances. 

(4) Shapes and Characteristics of Wreck-marking Buoys.—When a 
wreck-marking buoy is used, it shall be of one of the follow- 
ing shapes, and (if a light is carried) it shall be lighted in one 
of the manners following to indicate to the mariner on 


which hand he should pass the buoy. 
(2) To be passed on the mariner’s Port hand— 


Shape .. Can. 
Light .. If lighted, a Green Light giving two 
flashes. 
(5) To be passed on the mariner’s Starboard Hand— 
Shape .. Conical. 
Light .. If lighted, a Green Light giving three 
flashes. 
(c) To be passed on either side— 
Shape .. Spherical. 
Light .. If lighted, a Green Light giving one flash. 


(5) Characteristics of Wreck-Marking Vessels—When a wreck- 
marking vessel is used, it shall carry the lights and shapes 
and give the sound signals following to indicate to the 
mariner on which hand he should pass the vessel :-— 


(1) Laghts. 
(i) Between sunset and sunrise to carry the following 
lights :-— 
(a) To be passed on the mariner’s Port Hand— 
Two green lights in a vertical line not less 
than 6 feet apart from the end of a cross-yard, 


the lower light to be of a height not less than 
15 feet above the bull. 
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(6) To be passed on the mariner’s Starboard Hand— ' 


Three green lights in a vertical line not less 
than 6 feet apart from the end of a cross-yard, 
the lowest light to be of a height not less than 
9 feet above the hull. : 


(c) To be passed on either side— 


Four green lights, two in a vertical line one 
over the other, not less than 6 feet apart, on 
each end of a cross-yard with a horizontal 
distance between the lights at either end of 
the cross-yard not less than 15 feet, and not 
exceeding 25 feet. The height of the two 
lower lights to be not less than 15 feet above 
the hull. 


(11) A wreck-marking vessel shall not carry the ordinary 
riding light for a vessel at anchor. 
(2) Shapes. 
Between sunrise and sunset to carry green balls or shapes 
corresponding in number and arrangement to the 
green lights as detailed above.

10. When any seagoing steam vessel, steam vessel towing, steam 
dredger or steam hopper within the limits of the Dockyard Port shall 
by reason of the crowded nature of the channel or anchorage or from 
any other cause find it unsafe or impracticable to keep out of the way 
of other vessels or boats, she shall signify the same by four short blasts 
of the steam whistle or syren blown in rapid succession, and all vessels 
and boats shall keep out of the way of the vessel making this signal ;

“(b) Flying Pay and Observers’ Allowances. 

To be paid to Officers of the Air Branch of the Royal Naval Volunteer Reserve 
at the same rates and under the same conditions as laid down for Air Officeré 
of the Royal Navy. 


““(c) Gratuities. 

(1) On satisfactory termination of their period of full time training (Schedule I 
(2)) Air Officers of the Royal Naval Volunteer Reserve to be eligible for a gratuity 
of £75. 

(2) Officers who, for reasons not within their own control, fail to complete 
their initial training may, when the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty 
consider special circumstances merit such a grant, be paid a gratuity not exceed- 
ing £75. 

(3) Officers who, at the termination of this training, satisfactorily pass the 
tests and examinations which may, from time to time, be prescribed by the 
Admiralty, to receive an additional payment of £75. 

(4) Officers who have undergone their period of full time initial training and 
satisfactorily undergo the training laid down in paragraphs (3) and (4) of Schedule 
I to be eligible for an annual payment of £25. 

(5) Officers who fail to undergo the training prescribed in paragraphs (3) snd 
(4) of Schedule I to be liable to refund such portion of the additional gratuity 
prescribed by paragraph (3) of section (c) of this Schedule as the Admiralty 
may decide. 

(6) Officers appointed for air duties in the Royal Naval Volunteer Reserve 
under this Order who may subsequently be granted appointments in the Royal 
Navy for air duties under the conditions laid down in Order in Council of 24th 

February, 1938, to be eligible, at Admiralty discretion, to count their full time 
service in the Royal Naval Volunteer Reserve towards the gratuities laid down in 
that Order; but in such circumstances the gratuitics laid down in this Order 
will not be payable in addition. . = 


“ SCHEDULE II. 


“1. Officers of the Air Branch of the Royal Naval Volunteer Reserve who 
are retired or discharged from the Reserve on account of sickness or injury 
certified by the competent Medical Authority as attributable to the conditions 
of training whilst borne for pay, of service in the Royal Navy, or of service in 
the Reserve when it is incurred during the actual performance of duty in the 
Reserve and arises directly out of such performance, may be granted Disability 
Retired Pay according to the substantive rank held by them immediately before 
retirement or discharge on the scale and under the general conditions for other 
classes of the Royal Naval Volunteer Reserve. 

**2. The award of disability pay as above is subject to the general conditions 
applicable to such awards laid down in Naval Regulations.

out of such performance provided that his death occur within seven years of the 
wound or injury or after his first removal from duty on account of the disease, 
his widow and children, if any, or certain other dependent relatives, may be 
granted pension, allowances or gratuity at the same rates and under the same 
general conditions as the widow and children or other dependent relatives of an 
officer of corresponding rank in the Royal Navy.”

‘** Part I, 
“ Emoluments during unemployment and Half-pay. 


‘1. The following rules do not apply to Admirals of the Fleet, General 
Officers, Royal Marines, Retired Officers re-employed, pensioners employed 
as Officers of the Royal Naval Shore Signal Service or to Officers entered 
under special contracts of service, such as Chaplains belonging to religious 
bodies not in conformity with the Church of England. 


‘© 2. All other officers up to and including the rank of Captain, R.N., and 
Colonel, R.M., when unemployed between appointments will receive the full 
pay of their rank, to which we propose to add Provision Allowance as well as 
Marriage Allowance (where applicable), but they will not receive Specialist 
Allowances or Lodging Money. 


Warrant Officers and Officers promoted therefrom may, however, draw 
the Specialist Allowances to which they would otherwise be entitled. 


Officers up to and including the rank of Captain, R.N., and Colonel, R.M., 
will not be discharged to half-pay except (i) at own request, (ii) for misconduct,

‘3. In the case of Naval Officers of Flag rank (excluding Admirals of the 
Fleet) a distinction will be drawn between officers who are unemployed and 
are to be further employed and those for whom future employment is uncertain.

“4. Officers of Captain’s rank promoted after 7th October, 1931, who under 
existing regulations are compulsorily retired on reaching the top of the list 
will, in future, when approaching the top of the list, if a decision is reached

AND WHEREAS by Our further Proclamation of the said Twenty- 
eighth day of September, 1938, We ordered and directed that every 
seaman and marine who was then serving in the Royal Navy or 
in the Royal Marine Forces, being a seaman whose term of service, 
or a marine whose first or second term of limited service, had expired 
or might expire while that Proclamation should continue in force 
should be required to serve for a period of five years from the expiration 
of his said term of service, if his services were so long required : 

WE do also further hereby withdraw Our said Proclamation and 
do release from further service all men effected thereby. 

Given at Our Court at Buckingham Palace this Twenty-fifth 
day of November, in the year of our Lord One thousand nine 
hundred and thirty-eight, and in the Second year of Our 
Reign.

“And whereas we are of opinion that a Pension Scheme similar 
to that which applies to Members of the Police Force employed at 
Your Majesty’s Dockyard and Naval Establishments at Hong Kong 
should be instituted for the benefit of the Police Force employed at the 
Naval Establishments at Singapore : 


‘‘ And whereas we are of opinion that awards should be made to 
the Legal Personal Representatives of the pensionable Ranks and to 
the dependants of the non-pensionable Ranks who die whilst serving 
in the Police Force at Singapore: 


“We beg humbly to recommend that Your Majesty may be 
graciously pleased, by Your Order in Council, to authorise us, at our

“1, Subject to the exceptions and provisions hereinafter set forth, a European 
Superintendent, Inspector, Admiralty Police Officer, Grade I, Admiralty Police 
Officer, Grade II, and Admiralty Police Officer, Grade III, Indian (or otherwise 
Asiatic), Sub-Inspector, Sergeant Ist class and Sergeant 2nd class, shall be 
eligible to retire on a pension on completion of 15 years’ pensionable service in 
the Force, provided he shall have attained the age of 45 years. 


‘*2. The pension of a European Superintendent, Inspector, Admirslty 
Police Officer, Grades I, II and III, whose Service on retirement is equivalent 
to, or in excess of, 15 years, but less than 16 years, pensionable Service, may 
be calculated at a rate not exceeding 20/60ths, and the pension of a Sub- 
Inspector, Sergeant Ist class and 2nd class, who are natives of the Indian Empire 
(or otherwise Asiatics), at a rate not exceeding 15/60ths, of his annual Salary 
and Emoluments at the date of retirement, unless such Member shall not have 
been employed in the same Rank during the 3 years immediately preceding his 
retirement, when it may be calculated at a rate not exceeding 20/60ths for the 
European Ranks and 15/60ths for the Indian (or otherwise Asiatic) Ranks, 
as the case may be, of the average Salary and Emoluments received by him 
during such 3 years. In respect of each additional year of pensionable service 
in excess of 15 years, the Pension may be increased by a sum equal to 1/60tb 
of the annual or average Salary and Emoluments, as the case may be, but the 
maximum Pension awarded shall not exceed 40/60ths of the annual or average 
Salary and Emoluments, as the case may be. 


‘* 3. If, after completion of 10 years or upwards, but less than 11 years, 
pensionable Service, a Member serving in any of the said Ranks be removed 
from the Force on account of infirmity of mind or body, which is in no measure 
attributable to his own misconduct or default, or on abolition of his employment, 
or for the purpose of facilitating improvements in the organisation of the Service, 
or on the ground of his inability to discharge efficiently the duties of his office 
there may be awarded to him a Pension calculated in the same manner as if he 
were retiring voluntarily after the completion of 15 years, except that the rate 
thereof shall not exceed 15/60ths for the European Ranks and 10/60ths for the 
Indian (or otherwise Asiatic) Ranks of the annual or average Salary and Emoluv- 
ments, as the case may be, of his Office at the date of retirement, and similarly 
in respect of each additional year of pensionable Service in excess of 10 years, 
the Pension may be increased by a sum equal to 1 /60th of such annual or average 
Salary and Emoluments. 


“4, If, before the completion of the period of pensionable Service which 
would render him eligible for a Pension under the foregoing Regulations, & 
Member serving in any of the said Ranks be removed from his Office for any 
cause, other than misconduct, it shall be lawful for the Lords Commissioners of 
the Admiralty to award him, at their discretion, such sum of money by way of 
Gratuity as they may think proper, not exceeding, however, one-twelfth of the 
annual Salary and Emoluments of his Office at the date of such removal for 
each year of pensionable Service. 


** 5. If, after completing 5 years’ pensionable Service under the foregoing 
Regulations, a Member of the said Ranks dies whilst serving in the Force, there 
may be granted to his Legal Personal Representatives a gratuity equal to his 
annual or average Salary and Emoluments, as the case may be. 


**6. Subject to the exceptions and provisions hereinafter contained, a0 
Admiralty Police Officer, Grade III, who is not otherwise eligible for a Pension 
under these Regulations and a Corporal, Lance Corporal or Constable who is 3 
native of the Indian Empire (or otherwise an Asiatic), shall be eligible to retire 
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on completion of 15 years’ reckonable Service in the Force, provided he shall 
have attained the age of 45 years, and on his retirement under such conditions 
there may be awarded to him a sum of money by way of Gratuity not exceeding 
£1, or one week’s pay, whichever is the greater, for each year of such Service. 


“7. A gratuity calculated in the same manner may also be awarded to an 
Admiralty Police Officer, Grade III, who is not otherwise eligible for a Pension 
under these Regulations, and to a Corporal, Lance Corporal or Constable who is a 
native of the Indian Empire (or otherwise an Asiatic), if, after completion of 
10 years’ Service in the Force, he is removed from the Force on account of 
infirmity of mind or body, which is in no measure attributable to his own mis- 
conduct or default, or, if after the completion of 7 years’ Service in the Force, 
he is removed from the Force in consequence of the abolition of his employment, 
or for the purpose of facilitating improvements in the organisation of the Service. 


“8. If, after completing 10 years’ Service, an Admiralty Police Officer, 
Grade III, who is not otherwise eligible for a Pension under these Regulations, 
or a Corporal, Lance Corporal or Constable who is a native of the Indian Empire 
(or otherwise an Asiatic), dies whilst serving in the Force, such gratuity as 
might have been granted to him in respect of his Service in the Force may be 
granted to his dependants. 


**9. Unless in exceptional circumstances, no Member of the Force shal] 
remain in the Service after attaining the age of 60 years, and any Member thereof 
may be called upon at any time to retire on the Pension or Gratuity, if any, 
for which he may be eligible by Service, if such a course be considered desirable 
on public grounds by the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty, whose decision 
shall be final. 


“*10. Any Member of the Force retiring without having previously obtained 
permission to do so, or being dismissed for misconduct, shall forfeit all claim 
to Pension or Gratuity. 


“11. It shall not be lawful for the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty 
to award to any Member of the Force the full amount of Pension or Gratuity 
for which he may be eligible by Service, except upon production of a Certificate 
signed by one or more of his Superior Officers that he has served with diligence 
and fidelity, and to the satisfaction of such Superior Officers. They may, 
however, in any case in which the Certificate is not produced, or in any case in 
which the Member of the Force is removed therefrom either on account of 
inefficiency, or on account of infirmity of mind or body in some measure attri- 
butable to his own misconduct or default, award a Pension or Gratuity of such 
leaser amount as may appear to them after consideration of the evidence sub- 
mitted to them, to be just and appropriate, or, in cases of misconduct, decline 
to make any award. 


‘“* 12. For the purposes of these Regulations the Pay, Salary and Emoluments 
of a Member of the Force shall be deemed to be the Pay, Salary and Emoluments 
of the confirmed Rank or Ranks which such Member may hold or have held at the 
date or during the period in question, and not the Pay, Salary and Emoluments 
of any superior Rank in which such Member may be acting temporarily. 


‘13. Service for the purpose of Pension or Gratuity under these Regulations 
must in normal circumstances be continuous. A break of 3 years or more will, 
in any case, cancel all previous Service. For the purpose of computing the 
pensionable Service, all Service in the Ranks of European Superintendent, 
Inspector, Admiralty Police Officer, Grades I and IT, will reckon in full, together 
with one-half of any previous Service as Admiralty Police Officer, Grade ITI, 
and Service in the Ranks of Indian (or otherwise Asiatic) Sub-Inspector, 
Sergeant Ist class and Sergeant 2nd class will also reckon in full, together with 
one-half of any previous Service as Corporal, Lance Corporal or Constable. 
An Admiralty Police Officer, Grade ITI, will not be eligible for a pension unless 
on the completion of 10 years’ satisfactory service in that grade, he has been 
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formally transferred to a pensionable capacity in that grade ; as from the date 
of such transfer, service will reckon in full, service prior to that date being 
reckonable as to one-half. Previous Service rendered by a Member of the 
Singapore Force in the Police Force at the Naval Establishments at Hong Kong 
will reckon as if such Service had been rendered in the Singapore Force. No 
Member of the Force shall be entitled to reckon previous Service in the Naval or 
Military Forces of the Crown as Service for the purposes of these Regulations. 


** 14. If a Member of the Force is injured in the actual discharge of his Duty, 
without his own default, and by some injury specifically attributable to the nature 
of his Duty, the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty may grant to him, or if 
he dies, to his widow, his mother, if wholly dependent on him at the time of his 
death, and to his children, or to any of them, such allowance or gratuity as, 
after consultation with the Lords Commissioners of His Majesty’s Treasury, 
may to them appear reasonable, but not exceeding the amount of the annual 
Allowance or Gratuity awardable under any Warrant framed under Section | 
of the Superannuation Act, 1887, as amended by Section 11, Superannuation 
Act, 1935, or any later Acts, for the time being in force. 


*€ 15. The conversion into sterling of any awards made in currency under these 
Regulations will be made at Rates to be determined with the concurrence of the 
Lords Commissioners of His Majesty’s Treasury.

‘““TV. Subject to the above :— 

(a) An officer who sustains an injurv on duty not due to his own 
default, or is shown to the satisfaction of the Admiralty to be 
suffering from sickness due to the conditions of Naval Service, 
may continue in receipt of full pay during disablement up toa 
maximum period of 18 months, reckoned from the date on 
which he was first checked or absent sick, whether at home or 
abroad. 

(b) An officer suffering from injury or sickness not attributable to the 
conditions of service may continue in receipt of full pay up toa 
maximum period which shall be determined by the Admiralty 
in consultation with the Treasury. 


‘““V. Unless the Admiralty shall direct otherwise in any particular case, 
an officer who may be checked sick while serving abroad shall not be sur- 
veyed with a view to determining whether a reasonable probability of his 
ultimate fitness for duty has ceased to exist until after his arrival in the 
United Kingdom, nor shall his full pay cease until after a period which 
shall be determined by the Admiralty in consultation with the Treasury, 
notwithstanding that the limits of full pay sick leave prescribed in these 
regulations may be thereby exceeded, provided always that he returns to 


the United Kingdom as soon as practicable after he has been found fit 
to travel. 


“VI. Officers who have reached the limit of full pay sick leave allowed 
under these regulations to receive pay as provided in Schedule II.

“Regulations for the grant of pay to the foregoing Officers who have 
veached the limit of full pay sick leave as provided in Schedule I. 


“IT. Officers suffering from injury or sickness not attributable to the cot- 
ditions of service, who were in receipt of retired pay which had been 


suspended on re-employment in time of war or emergency, to revert to 
retired pay. 
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‘* II. Officers suffering from sickness or disability attributable to the con- 
litions of Naval Service to receive pay as stated hereunder provided that a 
‘reasonable probability of ultimate fitness for duty during the war or 
‘mergency continues to exist :— 


(a) Officers who have retired with retired pay (other than disability 
retired pay or disability addition to service retired pay) may 
receive either half pay increased by 25 per cent. or may revert 
to their retired pay, without such increase, whichever be more 
‘to their advantage. 

(6) Officers receiving disability retired pay under Section III, clause (e) 
of Schedule to Order in Council of zoth December, 1934, Officers 
who retired without retired pay, Officers on the Emergency List, 
Officers of the Royal Naval Reserves and other Officers not 
holding permanent regular commissions on the Active List of the 
Royal Navy or Royal Marines may receive half pay.

such increase, whichever be more to their advantage. 

(€) Except as regards half pay issued under (b) and (c) of this Clause, 
a deduction to be made from the half pay as increased under 
these Regulations equal to that portion of the retired pay or 
service element of retired pay which has been commuted. 

“TIT. Officers in receipt of service retired pay or the service element of 
disability retired pay or pension increased by 25 per cent. because it is 
more to their advantage than full pay increased by 25 per cent., will 
revert to their service retired pay or the service element of disability 
retired pay or pension but without such increase, as from the expiration 
of the period of full pay sick leave which would have been allowable 
under the Regulations in Schedule I. 

“TV. For the purpose of these Regulations, the rate of half pay shall be 
that appropriate to the rank in respect of which the Officer received full 
pay sick leave, time on full or half pay (or retired pay in lieu) counting 
for increase of half pay on the scale in force for corresponding Officers on 
the Active or permanent lists.’’ :

‘“‘ 3. Whenever an officer, soldier or airman commits any act against 
the good order and discipline of the Ship, the Captain of the Ship may, 
by his own authority, and without reference to any other person, cause 
him to be put under arrest or confined as a close prisoner; and may, 
if he thinks the case requires it, order the prisoner to be disembarked 
at the first convenient opportunity, transmitting a report in writing, . 
through the senior naval officer present to the senior military or air 
force officer in command of the land or air forces in order that the 
offender may be brought before a military or air force court-martial: 


‘“4. The Captain of the Ship shall have full power, on his own 
authority, to order an offender, whether officer, soldier or airman, to

appended hereto, and which he is hereby authorized to award, the 
Captain of the Ship shall confer with the commanding officer of the 
troops or body of the air force embarked as to the nature and amount 
of such punishment, if any, to be inflicted, and on their concurrence, 
the Captain shall, by warrant under his hand, which should also bear 
the signature of the commanding officer of the troops or body of the 
air force embarked as concurring, sentence the offender to suffer such 
punishment accordingly. In the event of the commanding officer of 
troops or body of the air force not concurring with the Captain of the 
Ship, the latter is to cause the offender to be placed under arrest or 
confined as a close prisoner, until the case can be referred to superior 
military or air force authority: 


‘“7, When any soldiers or airmen of Your Majesty’s land or air 
forces: are embarked as passengers in any of Your Majesty’s Ships, 
and there is no commissioned officer of the land or air forces on board, 
the Captain of the Ship shall possess and may exercise in regard to any 
such soldiers or airmen all the powers conferred upon him by Article 6

without conferring with or obtaining the concurrence or signature of 
any officer of Your Mayjesty’s land or air forces: 


‘On the disembarkation of such men the Captain is to furnish the 
military or air force authority at the place of disembarkation with a 
return of the punishments awarded by him. 


‘8. The Commanding Officer of the troops or body of the air force 
embarked, on his taking command, will receive from the Captain of the 
Ship authority under his hand, and in the established form, to award 
such summary punishments as are specified in the summary punishment 
tables appended hereto, but such authority will not deprive the Captain 
of his right to withdraw the original authority given; in the latter case, 
however, he should report to the Admiralty the circumstances which’ 
induced him to deviate from the general rule:
